An effect of adding the filler in an amount not more than 5 parts by weight ii clear from 
the data provided in the specification of the present application based on a comparison between 
Example 1 adding no filler and Comparative Example 6 adding 1C parts by weight of a finer. 
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Example 1 has the same resin composition constituting the substrate as than of 
Comparative Bxamnte 6. That is, in the pressore-seasitive adhesive tape according to 
Comparative Example 6 adding 10 parts by weight of the filler, the elongation at teeak was 66 % 
which earn not meet the range ten 1 00 to 300% as defined in the present invention, and the 
pressure-sensitive adhesive tape has such an problem that it is liable to break in the longitudinal 
direction. 

IsMkawa only describes that, when a base film of the pressure-sensitive adhesive taps is 
prepared, a filler (calcium carbonate) Is added to a resin constituting the base film in a large 
amount of 10 to 20 % by weight. This is an embodiment corresponding to Comparative 
Example 6 of the present invention, 

Thus, based ott a comparison of Example 1 and Comparative Example 6 in the present 
specification, the present invention provides unexpectedly superior results when compared to 
Iahlkawactal.
